It  is  llie  same  w  ith  the  president  or  speaker 
of  a  legislative  aseembl^.,  who  signs  llicir  acts 
niin'rsterially,  and  is  not  answerable  for  the  wi.sdom 
of  tlicm.  T.be  matter  is  not  exactly  so  with  a 
b'wsliop,  wfio,  altliougli  under  a  heavy  weight  of ! 
responsibility  to  (lod  .  '  •  _  t  tlic  cl.a.cb,  is  b.annd 
to  txerciie  his  jiidgrrent  and  to  fjllow  it :  oilier, 
wise,  what  is  to  be  said  fer  the  cliurcli  in  her  ap¬ 
pointing  ot  a  certain  round  of  cxiiminalions,  and  in 
her  requiring  of  the  bishop  to  judge  of  the  sufli- 
cieivcy  of  the  candidates-  It  ll.e  scheme  of  “  Phi¬ 
los”  were  put  into  a  consistent  shape,  it  would  be 
the  rccpiiiijig  of  the  bishop,  in  the  event  of  tbe 
professing  of  a  special  call,  to  ofdain  the  party  in¬ 
dependently  on  all  such  considerations. 

Tile  above  is  not  the  only  complaint  to  be  made 
against  llie  third  letter  of  your  cerrespondent. 
W  hut  he  means  by  the  unusual  if  not  entirely
